Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed amending to Claim 2 to delete the phrase "non- 
contact" on Line 8 and to add a recitation that the "holder comprises a body which emits one or more gas flows towards 
the article to develop vacuum that holds the article adjacent to the body, the one or more gas flows preventing the 
article from contacting the body". It was agreed that such an amendment would be helpful in overcoming the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, but that Applicant would specifically identify support in the orginal disclosure 
for the combination of features that would be recited in the proposed amended Claim 2. Also, it was observed that 
such an amendment would raise new issues that would require further search and/or consideration. Applicant also 
discussed the teachings of Hiuga as compared to the claimed invention, and discussed the combination of Hiuga with 
Tokmulin et al . 
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
